1. Thie meoBoraBdoift contain* recemmendationR in 
parag rapha 5 , 6* and 7 for approval of tke Director cjf Central 
Intelligence. 

2. Attached ia the tentative Itatlng of Coagreasmen to 
receive a special briefing eridch wm» diacueeed at a recent 
Deputies Meeting. TMa Itattng ia tbe same as the prevlons list- 
ing eacept that Senator Knowlaad has been added as the minority 
floor leader la the Senate and Repreaentative Joseph W. Martin. Jr. . 
has been added as the minority leader ia the House. While there 
are many problems connected with attempting such a special 
briefing, the request by Chairman Vinson for your usual brief- 
ing oi the House Armed Services CIA Subcommittee (only Vinson 
and Arends presumably available) presents an opportmiity to give 
them the special briefing since you will be called on for a brief- 
ing of the full Committee at a later date C*se memorandum of 

5 December 1957}. It is also true Iluit a great number of the 
members of the Senate Armed Services Committee will return 
to town for the continuation of hoarings on 15 December before 
the Senate Preparedness Investigating Subcommittee of that 
Committee.

4. It is also true thst with the ineressed aomher of peopie 
witMfi our own CorenuiseAt Sad ZHitside of Goeeroment Who have 
gsifted kaowledge td this situation there is s<mie likelihood that 
sooner or later certain memhers of Congrsss will hear of this 
pro|ect. This farther eontrihotes to the desirahility of hrie^ng 
appropriate menahers of Congreas. 

In v^iew ofthe circamstaacee. all with whom this irntter 
has heen discussed agree that if we are to attempt anf each hrieGng, 
the q^aestioa of timing assumes coaidderahle imporhence. It is our 
view that it should be doss before the convening of Congress and 
the week of December l^h appears to prosont a good opportunity^ 
when a number <d the members of Coegress on our tentative listing 
cmild be expected to be in town. U is propossd that the briefing be 
cmidueted at ^e Stewart Building and essentially ia two ptrts, the 
first to deal with the history and growth of the project itself and 
the second part would deal with the results and their significance. 

h. In view td the unusual nature of both the briefing and the 
arrargemtmis that would be aecesMiry, it is suggssted tiiat a written 
Invitation over your signature be extended to those on the list finally 
approved. That latter would mention the fact of a unique and impor- 
tant briefing and would proposo a follow up persmial visit by me to 
outline the reasons and the nature of the briefing in very general 
terms. A propossd tetter Is attached for laforznalion.
